Butas thefe 
notes are intended to point out the gene- 
ral temperature of the air; the effeéts of 
the mid-da fun are not always menti- 
on’d. For tho® thé fudden changes of the 
air, without doubt, affeét the animal 
ceconomy, as certainly, and as danger- 
oufly, as the more’ equal procedure of a 
malignant feafon, yet it is not every 
gleam of heat, or fudden’ chill, that can 
produce fuch effects.

“* which with fo much fruitlefs labour 
‘* they attempt to define.” And firft, 
as to the noble writer’s definition, have 
we not the fame general idea ftem the 
word virtue, as from the miofe diffuted 


definitively what virtue is; and begins C exprefion of the Jiblime and beautiful 


with that of the noble writer, whole 
words are---“* The mind cannot be 
without its eye and ear, fo as to dif- 
cern proportion, diftinguifh found, and 
{can each fentiment and thought which 
comes before it. It feels the foft and 
harfh, the agreeable and difagreeable in

Dr Cvarke, the fecond author, lays the

“ actions with right reafon, or the eter- G 


nal and immutable relations and dif- 
* ferences of things. ‘That from thefe, 
which are neceilarily perceived by e- 
very rational agent, there naturally a- 
rife certain moral obligations, which 
are of themfelves incumbent on us, 
antecedent to all pofttive inititution, 
and to all expectation of reward or 
punifhment.” The third opinion is

1. “ Thofe very affeétions and ac- 
tions which, in the ordinary courie 
‘ of things, are approved of as virtues, 
do change their nature, and become 
vicious in the ftriéteft fenfe, when 
they contradi& this fundamental law, 
“of the greateit public happine/s.” 
Thus, altho’ in general it is a parent’s 
duty to prefer a child’s welfare to that 
of another perfon, yet if this natural 
and juft affection gain fuch ftrength as 
to tempt the parent to violate the public 
for his child's particular welfare, what 
was before a duty, by this becomes im- 
moderate and criminal. 
z. ** Aétions which are, in their own 
* nature, moit thocking to every hu- 
** mane affection, lofe at once their mo- 
“ ral detormity when they become fub- 
“ fervient to the acral welfare, and 
** ajlume both the name and nature of 
“ virme.” For what is more contrary 
to every gentle and kind affection ot the 
human breaft, than to take away the 
life of man? Yet when the neceffity. 
of public example compels us to make’ 
a facrifice of this kind, tho’ we may la- 
ment the occafion, we cannot condemn 
the fa; fo far are we from branding, 
it as murder that we approve it as ju/lice, 
and always defend it on this great prin- 
ciple alone, that it was neceffary for the 
public good.

fome ages and countries, our author ob- 

ferves, that if from the variety of opini-, 
ons among mankind as.to /omé virtues 
or vices, we fhould conclude thefe are 
variable ; then from the univerfal agree- 
ment of mankind with regard to other 
virtues and vices, we mutt infer that 
theje are fixed and invariable. Allages 
and nations have without exception or 
variance maintained that humanity, fi- 
delity, truth, temperance, and mutual 
benevolence, do as naturally produce 
happinefs, as food gives health to the 
body ; and that cruelty, treachery, ly- 
ing, intemperance, inhumanity, adul- 
tery, murder, do as naturally give rife 
to mifery, as poifon brings on fickneis 
and death. Phyficians differ as to re- 
gimen, but none will conclude from 
their different opinions about wholefome 
diet, that the nourifhing qualities of 
bread, or the poifonous qualities of arfe- 
nic were not permanegt qualities with 

J regard toman. What tendsto the good 
ot all is by the common confent of all 
denominated tirtue, and whatever is 
contrary to this great end, isas univerially 
branded as vice, as whatever nourifhes 
the body is called food, whatever de- 
ftroys it poifon. Nor can the various o- 
Pinions concerning pohgamy, or inceft, 
aétions that are not clearly conneéted 
with the happineis or mifery of man- 
kind, affe€t or change the nature of de- 
nevolence and genersjity, adultery and 
murder, any more than the various o- 
pinions on the fuperior wholefomenefs 

F of this or that diet can change the na- 
ture of bread and poifon. Hence it ap- 
pears that virtue and Vice are permanent 
realities, and that their nature is fix’d,

frequently effeéted in /aly, by the means 

of electricity ; fometimes by rubbing a 

glafs tube only, or at other times fuch 

a tube lined ‘with fit medicines, which 

exerted their operation thro’ the glafs, 

though ftopped as clofe as if fealed her-

AS there are now feveral attempts 
carrying on in this kingdom to 
imitate the indian porcelain; it may, 
perhaps, afford fome encouragement to 
the undertakers, to inform them that 
this compofition was probably known 
to the ancient Greeks and Romans, and

E ceafed to be produced in Greece and J- 


taly only by the accidental lofs of the 
fecret, among many other valuable arts 
which are known to have been prattifed 
by them, and are not yet recovered. 
The engraving of gems both for feals 
and in bas reliet, is of fo great antiqui- 
ty, that the jewels on Auron’s breaft. 
plate are faid to have been engraved 
with the fymbols of the twelve tribes ; 
but tho’ this art is not loft, yet it is not 
prattifed in equal perfection ; the curious 
therefore have attempted by-many con- 
trivances to copy theie valuable remains 
of antiquity, and by making the origi- 
nal a mold to propagate thofe beauties 
fi not egual by imitati- 
on. The Duke of Or/ecns, regent of 
France, uled fometimes to amuie him- 
felf by this ftudy, and engaged Hom- 
berg, a celebrated chymift, to lay down 
rules for taking an exact impretiion of 
thofe agates, graved in bas relief, in 
which the figures are white, and rife 
from acoloured ground. Tho’ the expe- 
riments that were made in confequence 
of Hembers’s initru€tions did not per- 
fedtly facceed, yet they approached 10

near as to afford great encouragement to 
perfevere. 

The antients alfo were fo fkilful in 
this art, that they laid a fine white pafte 
which continued opaque after it ha 
pafied the fire, not only upon flat 
pieces of glafs, but upon vafes and o- 
ther large veffels, fo as to form a beau- 
tiful relief, and fo wear an imitation of 
agate, as to render it very difficult to 
difcover whether it was natural or ficti- 
tious. Of this compofition is the cele- 
brated vafe that was found in the tomb 
of Alexander Severus, and is now pre- 
ferved in the Barberin palace at Rame. 
Between the fubftance of this vafe, and 
feveral other remains of antiquity, of 
the like kind, and the China porcelain, 
there is fo great a refemblance, that it 
¢an fcarce be doubted that they are the 
fame; and it is very probable that the 
vafes called Murrbim, on which the an- 
tients fet fo high a value, were of this 
compofition; elpecially as P/iny’s de- 
fcription of thole vafes fo exaétly agrees 
, with the qualitiés and appearance of the 
true Jndian porcelain. ? 

But of all the remains of antiquity 
none are more common than lamps; 
and, as I have now entered upon 
the fubject, after having encouraged 
the manufaéturer, I fhall endeavour to 
amufe the ftudent. Thefe lamps are 
found in every cabinet in E£xrope, 
and new ones are dug up every day. 
Their ufe is agreed to he very antient ; 
the difficulty in this, as well as in al] o- 
ther pieces of antiquity, confifts in tra- * 
cing them back to their original. Some 
aicribe their invention to the Egyptians ; 
but little credit is to be given to antient 
writers when they {peak of the firft ages 
of the world, of # they knew but lit- 
tle more than ourfelves. The neceflity 
of lamps, with the facility of their in- 
vention, indu¢e us to believe them al- 
moft as antient as the world itfelf. 

Lamps may be divided into three dif- 
ferent kinds, according to the three prin- 
cipal ufes to which they were apply'a. 
Some were ufed in temples, and for re- 
ligious rites ; for inftange, in the feaft of 
lamps, celebrated by the E 


Egyptians, and 
by the Athenians. A fecona ere was ap- G 


propriated to domettic ufes, among 
which we may reckon thofe employ’d 
in illuminations at feaits and weddings. 

y, lamps were alfo repofited in te- 
poichtes, and therefore called {epulchral 


amps, of which we find the greateit H 


number. It is not-eafy to diftinguith 

their ufes b their figure, or to tell which 

were of fervice'in temples, which in 
[Gemt, Mag. June 1751.) 
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houfes, and which in fepulchres. It 
feems however probable that fuch as 
ftand ereét, and are fupported by a foot, 
or are furnifhed with a chain, by which 
they may be fufpended, were ufed in 
houfes and temples ; tho’ lamps of this 
fort are alfo fometimes difcover'd in {e- 
pulchres. In other refpects a great va- 
riety is to be obferved in all the 3 kinds. 
I have fent you drawings of a few of the 
moft remarkable for oddnefs or beauty 
of figure, and given of each a brief de- 
tion. (See the Plate)

. Fie. 1. is of a fingular kind; a horn- 


ed fatyr, with goats ears, holding in his 
hand a lamp of a particular form. 

Fig. 2. reprefents the head of a 
young Bacchanal, crowned with ivy 
and clufters of ivy berries. 

Fig. 3. is one of thofe odd and un- 
meaning figures on which the artificer, 
or the perfon who emplored him, {pent 
the utmoft of their fkill and fancy to 
make them as whimfical as poflible, and 
needs no other explication. : 

Fig. 4. reprefents an antique lamp in 
form of a buft ftuck on the foot of a 
large fowl. It feems made for domef- 
< ufe, and fitted to ftand upon a ta- 

fe. 

Fig. 5. reprefents a lamp in the fhape 
of a fandal, or, according to 4ulus Gel- 
lius, afole. “‘ Among thole things which 
“< were worn on the foot, fays that au- 
thor, all <? cover’d only the foles and 
heels, leaving the upper part of the 
‘ feet almoft bare, and were bound a- 
“* bout with fupple ftraps of leather, 
“ are called Soe, and fometimes by a 
“* Greek word Crepidule,” lib. 13. cap. 
21. This kind of fhoe differs not at 
all from the Ca/ga, or military fandal. 

Fig. 6. is a tiger with open throat; 
the {pots of his body are flowers well 
formed.

the archdeacon was always present, to 
exainine the fevera]l candidates for or- 
ders ; in which delicate work he was 
ever ready to encourage the deferving, 
to affift the flow, andto conceal all fuch 
defects as were not fhametully great. 
Being now a dignitary in the church 
he was put upon taking his degree of 
dogtor in divinity, as what wouid add 
weight to his authority; and according- 
ly, in-1696, at Kutherine-Hall, atter per- 
forming: all his exercifes, he was admit- 
ted to that degree. His fermon on that 
occafion before the univerfity of Cam- 
bridge, is only to be met with in the new 
collection, * and affords a remarkable 
proot of his judgment and capacity. The 
text, was Heirews i. 1. and the fubject 
is an anfwer to that queftion, “ Why 
“© God thought fit to deliver the doc- 
trine of our religion and happincts 
in the form of a hiltory; which 
might have been delivered in a body 
of laws, like that of Yuffisien;_ or 
in.reafonings about virtue and vice, 
happinéis and mifery, like the’ mo- 
rals of. Arifotle ; or In a colleétion of 
fhort and independent fentences, fuch 
as. the provers of So/omon, and the 
difcourles of Marcus Sptoninus 3 or, 
according to modern cultom, in a 
fy{tem.oi. divinity ?” 
‘Lhe incomparable author was an e- 
nemy to all conuoverfies, both froin 
temper and reafon ; but efpecially to thole 
of which religion is the objeét. He ob- 
ferved, that they grew too generally per- 
fonal, and were frequently carried on 
fo as to produce more heat than light: 
* Printed for Payne and Bouguet in Pyter- 
xofter-Row's

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and that which tempted him to write 
againft Quakerifm, was, that he faw it 
opened a wide door to enthufiafin, 
which had made fad havock in this na- 
tion during our civil confufions, and 
tended direétly to fubvert all rational 
religion. But the mecknefs of {pirit, 
and ftrength of reafon, with which he 
wrote againft that dangerous impoiture, 
may be fecn in the two fhort leiters he 
printed in 1694, on that argument. 
About the fame time he difcovered too 
much of the bitter fpirit of contention 
in the proceedings of the convocation: 
and although the warmth then expreffed 
was in behalf of certain privileges, 
which were alledged to belong to that 
houfe, of which he was a member, 
yet he ever declared his diflike of fuch 
violent difputes among the minifters of 
a gofpel of . 

N 1710, after bein ears a wi- 
dower, he married his Bscoeed wife, Mrs 
Sufan Ganning, one of his parifhioners, 
of a reputable family. After which, he 
difcontinued his attendance on the con- 
vocation; and when he was afked his 
reafon, pleafantly excufed himéelf out 
of the old law, which faith, “ that, 
** when a man has taken a new wife, 
“© he fhall not be obliged to go out to 
“*war-” 

In the fame year he printed a volume 
ef difcourfes, as he had occafionally 
done divers fermons and tracts, feparate- 
ly, for 20 years before. He probably 
intended this volume to be followed by 
others, as it appears he had many fer- 
mons ready tranfcribed for the prefs: 
but he never put this defign in execution, 
contenting himfelf with a free commu- 
nication of them _in manufcript to his 
fele&t friends. Hence, it is probable, 
proceeded a pamphlet, printed without 
a. name, 18 years after Dr Feffery's 
‘death, called, Five feveral Schemes of the 
Chriftian Religion, &c. which was foon 
difeovered by the doétor’s relations to 
‘be an extract, injudicioufly made, from 
a larger difcourfe of his, compofed in 
1704, on Philippians i. 10. now print- 
ed at large, from the author’s original 
manuicript. 

The virtues and graces of his mind 
were all of the fofter kind: his candid 
temper fhewed itfelf in a faying, he had 
frequently in his mouth, “‘ that every 
“« thing had two handles ; and we fhould 
“¢ always aim to take hold of the right.” 
St Paul's rule, “ to fpeak evil of no 
** man,” he was never known to trant- 
grels; and was therefore revered and 
beloved, whereverhe was known. His

notions of God and religion were greaf 
and noble ; and he lived under the con- 
{tant influence and impreflion of them: 
his devotions, both inhis family and in 
his clofet, were ftated, folemn and fre- 
quent: and as thofe forms of prayer, . 
which he printed in 1706 for the benefit 
of others, were compofed with great 
ftrength of reafon, and fervour of devo- 
tion; fo in thofe which were intended 
for his own private ufe, there is a full 
difplay of his unlimited benevolence to- 


B wards his fellow creatures, his tender- 


nefs and affection for his own family, 
with the moft ardent piety towards 
God. 

His converfation, in large or mixed 
companies, was ferious and grave; 
but among his private friends, no man 


_ was more eafy and cheerful. 


So great was his fund of knowledge, 
and fo ready for ufe,that his pen almoft 
kept pace with his thoughts. 

fn his fermons from the pulpit, he 
never applied himfelf to the paffions, 
but concluded, that if he gained over’ 
the underftanding of his audience, he 
fhould not fail of their affent, and that 
aflent thus gained was the moft lafting 
and the moft creditable. He was ex- 
tremely follicitous to bring the whole 
of chriftianity into as {mall a compafs 
as poflible ; this occafioned his perpe- 
tual repetition in his diicourfes of 2 
few molt fignificant phrafes and expref- 


E fions, the better and more furely to ex- 


cite and keep up the fame unvaried ideas 
oF minds of thofe whom he inftrue- 
ted. 

The manner of his delivery in the 
pulpit was, like the matter, grave, di- 
itin¢t and plain : and tho’ his voice was 
not loud, yet he was —* well 
heard, in a very large church, and by 
a very numerous auditory. 

He was tender and timorous from con- 
ftitution, we muft not therefore, much 
wonder, if he feemed to have greater ap- 
prehenfions leit he fhould_difcover an 
undue terror at the hour of death, than

A Defcription of the Infirument. 

TIG 1.24 is a fquare ftcel fpindle 
about two toot long, to one fide 
whereof is fixed a {mall brafs arch ¢ 2, 
whofe centre is at the top of the fpin- 
dle. A Bisa telefcope, which may be 
thirty inches long, or fomewhat lefs, 
fixed along the diameter of a femicircle 
of the fame radius as the faid arch, and 
concentric to it, the telefcope with the 
femicircle being moveable about this 
centre, or rather about the axis ¢/ 
which pafies through it. ‘The telefcope 
may be fixed at any elevation, by the 
two nuts and fkrews ¢d, at the ends of 
the arch, acircular flit being cut in the 
limb of the {cmicircle, to let it move 
clear of the fkrews when the nuts are 
loofed. Clofe under the arch the {pin- 
le is wrought truely cylindrical, and 
tts lower end dis turned conical, and 
terminates ina point. The brafs frame 
which fupports the fpindle and telefcope 
is like a long fquare box, two of whole 
contiguous fides are taken away ; its 
other fides C D, are nearly ofthelength 
of the fpindle below the cylindrical 
part, and fkrew’d or foldered together 
ataright angle. For its topand bafe, it 
has two equal plates about three inches 
fquare. Inthe middle of the upper one 
there is a round hole, large enough to let 
through the cylindrical part of the {pin- 
dle without touching it, aud round this

In auafwer to 
this, I would obferve that the pronoun 
ée is not to be found in the original 
Hebrew ; and therefore this weighty ar- 
gument of a fingular pronoun foifted in- 
to the text proves juft nothing at all. 
As to the verb created, I admit that in 
the Hebrec it is of the fingular number, 
but this is not a fafficient proof that E- 
dobim muft be fo too, becaufe, as I have 
already obferved' and’proved, (p. 126.) 
the verb does not always fettle the 
number of perfon. 

But even fuppofing that the word E- 
tobim is fometimes fingular and fome- 
times plural, as both my antagonifts 
without any fhew of reaion contend ; 
yet fti}] when it fignifies that almighty 
spower that created the heavens and the 
earth, the word then with refpect to 

erfonality muft have aplural fignifica- 
tion. ‘Thus, the fame E/obim that crea- 
ted the heavens and the earth are plainly 
(Gen. 1. 26.) a pivrality of perfons. A-

Thefe three divine perfons, as I have 
already proved (from Deut. vi.

The jury fat on the body of Thomas Najh, 
Blackfmith of South Mims, Hertfordfhire, mur- 
dered the z1ftult. by Daniel Derby/oire, tervant 
toa major in the army. This feiiow and ano- 
ther livery fervant paffing thro’ South Mims, 
faw the deceafed at play with fome girls at 
fool ball ; at which he faid Whut does fuch a 
black dog do playing with fuch pretty girls ? to 
which the deceafed replied I am not fo much a 
dog as you, fir Iwear my own coat and you 
wear your mafler’s.
